Mr.  Chairman,  Mesdames,  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Rural  District  for  the 
year  1940. 

The  report  will  again  be  of  an  abbreviated  nature. 

The  Vital  Statistics  are  shown  in  tabular  form,  and  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  figures  in  every  case  approximate  to  the  average 
over  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales. 

The  table  of  mortality  returns  shows  that  there  is  only  one 
death  from  the  notifiable  diseases  excluding  Tuberculosis  and 
Pneumonia,  namely  one  death  from  Whooping  Cough.  There 
were  no  deaths  from  Puerperal  Fever  or  other  maternal  causes,

Scarlet  Fever  with  16  cases  was  slightly  more  prevalent 
than  in  the  previous  year.  Six  of  these  cases  received  hospital 
treatment.  They  all  recovered,  including  one  of  a  very  severe 
type  which  required  operation.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  incidence  of  Tuberculosis  was  for  the  fifth  year  in 
succession  slight  ;  one  case  of  pulmonary  and  four  of  non- 
pulmonary  disease  being  the  only  notifications. 

Deaths  were  four  from  pulmonary  and  two  from  non- 
pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

The  figures  for  infectious  disease  and  Tuberculosis  will  be 
found  grouped  under  age  incidence  at  the  end  of  the  report.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  West  Kesteven 

Rural  District  Couneil. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mesdames  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  fifth  and  last 
Annual  Report  of  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1940,  which,  for  reasons  of  economy  and 
due  to  the  increased  pressure  of  work  is  rather  shorter  than  the 
one  submitted  last  year. 

This,  the  first  year  of  the  war  has  seen  the  activities  of  the 
Department  devoted  largely  to  the  call  of  the  abnormal 
conditions  prevailing,  with  many  of  the  routine  duties  greatly 
diminished.  Thus,  while  the  work  of  salvage,  repair  of  war 
damage,  Auxiliary  Fire  Services  and  Air  Raid  Precautions  have 
become  of  paramount  importance,  the  routine  duty  of  meat 
inspection  has  shrunk  into  insignificance,  owing  to  the  fact  that 
the  whole  of  the  meat  now  sold  in  the  district  is  killed  in  the 
Borough  of  Grantham.  None  of  the  slaughterhouses  previously 
licenced  or  registered  are  now  used  for  slaughtering. 

The  Water  supplies  of  the  District  have  received  a 
considerable  amount  of  attention,  and  Milk  supplies  have  also 
been  given  as  much  time  as  can  be  afforded  for  the  purpose. 
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Thus  the  year  under  review  has  been  a  busy  one,  and  I 
would  again  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks  to 
the  Council  for  the  continued  consideration  and  support  that  I 
have  received  in  the  execution  of  my  varied  duties,  and  also  to 
the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  who  takes  a  great  interest  in  the  work 
of  the  Department  and  whose  valued  advice  is  always  so  readily 
given,  and  also  to  the  staff  of  my  Department,  who  have  greatly 
assisted  by  their  loyal  co-operation  and  the  diligent  way  in 
which  they  carried  out  their  duties,  which  have  been  partic¬ 
ularly  arduous,  necessitating  frequently  long  hours.

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HOUSING  AND  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACTS. 

Although  an  ever  increasing  strain  has  been  placed  on  the 
Department  due  to  the  essential  requirements  of  Air  Raid 
Precautions  and  the  Auxiliary  Fire  Service,  it  will  be  seen  from 
the  statistics  detailed  in  this  report  that  a  considerable  amount 
of  work  has  been  carried  out  under  the  above  Acts.  The  work 
during  1940  has  almost  entirely  consisted  of  the  abatement  of 
nuisances  and  the  execution  of  essential  repairs,  so  as  to 
maintain  a  reasonable  standard  of  housing  accommodation  in 
the  district. 

The  re-conditioning  of  8  houses  under  the  Housing  (Rural 
Workers)  Act,  1926,  was  completed  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
and,  as  all  grants  in  connexion  with  work  of  this  nature 
were  cancelled  on  the  outbreak  of  war,  no  further  schemes  have 
been  submitted. 

No  Demolition  Orders  have  been  made  during  the  year,  and 
only  one  house  has  been  demolished,  the  occupants  having  been 
rehoused. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  work  in  connection  with  Water  Supplies  has  been 
entirely  devoted  to  their  maintenance.  Satisfactory  supplies  of 
water  being  maintained  in  the  parishes  of  Claypole,  Stubton, 
Fenton,  Colsterworth,  Barrowby,  Ancaster  and  Sudbrook. 
During  the  year  water  was  carted  regularly  to  the  parishes  of 
Long  Bennington',  Westborough  and  Dry  Doddington.

The  Foxhole  Spring  supplying  the  parish  of  Colsterworth, 
which  has  previously  provided  a  very  pure  water,  was  found 
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to  be  polluted  in  November  last,  following  a  very  heavy  rain 
which  succeeded  drought  conditions.  Upon  this  discovery  being 
made,  consumers  were  at  once  instructed  to  boil  their  water, 
and  the  source  of  supply  was  investigated.  Various  possibilities 
as  to  the  cause  of  the  pollution  were  under  consideration  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  a  further  sample  of  water  from  the  spring  when 
taken  at  a  later  date  was  found  to  be  again  pure. 

Trouble  was  experienced  with  their  water  scheme  by  the 
Parish  Council  of  Skillington,  and  I  was  asked  to  advise  upon 
the  system  and  place  in  working  order.  The  system,  which  is 
an  old  one,  consists  of  a  hydraulic  ram,  pumping  water  from  a 
spring  to  the  reservoir,  from  whence  it  flows  to  the  village.  After 
a  careful  survey,  a  large  number  of  defects  were  found  in  the 
mains  and  these  were  repaired.  The  water  on  analysis  was 
impure  possibly  owing  to  the  supply  main  to  the  ram  being 
defective  and  allowing  surface  water  to  be  sucked  in.  Also  the 
collecting  chamber  cover  was  found  to  be  dilapidated.  Both  the 
latter  were  repaired  and  placed  in  a  proper  condition.  During 
the  periods  of  drought  the  supply  is  insufficient  to  supply  the 
full  requirements  of  the  village,  but  this  could  be  improved  by 
the  substitution  of  another  method  of  pumping  in  place  of  the 
existing  ram  which  is  wasteful. 

The  Ropsley  water  system  still  continues  in  an  unsatisfactory 
condition. 


SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  of  Claypole  have  still  continued 
in  their  unsatisfactory  condition,  and  the  Barrowby  Disposal 
Works  have  been  maintained  at  as  high  a  standard  as  can  be 
reached  with  the  present  plant. 

Various  sewer  dykes  and  septic  tanks  have  been  cleaned  out 
from  time  to  time  as  necessary. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL  AND  SALVAGE. 


No  regular  system  of  scavenging  is  in  force  in  the  District, 
except  the  quarterly  collection  of  tins  in  the  parishes  of 
Caythorpe  and  Fulbeck,  which  has  proved  so  great  a  benefit  and 
tidied  up  the  parishes,  that  it  is  hoped  that  other  villages  will 
follow  their  lead.  The  various  parish  dumps  have  been  emptied 
and  tips  tidied  as  the  need  arose. 

During  the  year  the  Council  were  required  to  salvage  paper 
and  bones  throughout  the  district.  The  organisation  of  this 
scheme  was  found  most  difficult  as  no  existing  scavenging 
scheme  was  in  operation,  nor  had  the  Council  any  plant,  vehicles 
or  labour  for  the  purpose.  A  voluntary  system  was  built  up 
whereby  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Services  conveyed  waste  paper 
from  each  village  to  certain  central  dumps,  from  where  it  was 
collected  and  sold  unbaled.  Bins  were  placed  in  every  village  as 
receptacles  for  waste  bones  and  were  emptied  periodically. 

The  system  did  not  operate  too  satisfactorily  and  was  under 
review  at  the  end  of  the  year  in  an  effort  to  effect  improvement.

FOOD  SUPPLY. 

Since  the  introduction  of  centralised  slaughtering  the  whole 
of  the  meat  now  sold  in  the  district  is  dealt  with  in  the  Borough 
of  Grantham,  and  delivered  to  the  various  meat  shops.  The  37 
slaughter-houses,  previously  registered  and  licensed,  are  now 
disused,  consequently,  the  amount  of  meat  inspection  has  been 
considerably  reduced,  but  regular  routine  inspections  have  been 
made  of  all  meat  and  other  food  shops  in  the  district,  and  a 
general  standard  of  cleanliness  maintained.

KNACKERS’  YARDS. 

Both  the  Knackers’  Yards  have  been  inspected  periodically, 
and  although  one  of  the  yards  was  found  on  two  occasions  to  be 
in  an  unsatisfactory  condition,  after  informal  action  the  nuisance 
was  remedied. 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

858  persons  are  registered  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order, 
1926,  as  Milk  Producers,  8  new  registrations  being  made  during 
the  year. 

Three  firms  retail  Pasteurised  Milk  in  the  district. 

Owing  to  the  pressure  of  other  work  it  has  been  impossible 
to  carry  out  more  than  spasmodic  inspections  of  the  above 
premises,  but  the  following  defects  have  been  remedied  after
